"He Eftabliſhment of the Company of Scer- 
| land, Trading to Africe and the Indies, was 
firit prepared by an Act of Parliament 169g. In- 
viting and Encouraging Perſons in. General, to 
enter into Societies, and Companies, for carry- 
ing on a Trade to whatſoever Kingdoms, Coun- 
trie or parts of the World, not'being in War 
withHis Majeſty, and thereafter perfedted by the 
A of Parliament 1695, and a Charter thereon 
tinder thy GreatScal, whereby the 'faid Company 
was fully Settled withall che Powers, Priviledges, 
and Immunities in uſe ro be granted infuchcaſles, 
and particularly with Power -to plant Colonies, 
and build Cities, Towns, and Forts in 4fia, Africe, 
or America, upon Places not Inhabited, or upon 
any other Place, by. Conſent of the Nauves, and 
Inhabitants thereof, and not poſtelsd by any 
European Prince or State.

But tho*the Subſcriptions were ſooncompleat- 
ed, and the Advances made, as readily as pro- 
pos'd ; yet the DireQors and Managers, did 
proceed with great Deliberation,not being more 
Cautious to Conceal the Place where they were 
deſign'd for;than Careful to make ſuch a Choice, 
.-as might be exactly in the Terms of their A 
. and Patent, Towit, Either not Inhabited, or 
freely Conſented to, by the Natives, and not poſſeſi*d 
by any European Prince or State, and ſo lyable to no 
Exception. 

In purſuance of theſe Reſolutions, The Com- 
pany prepared Men, and Proviſions, aud fet out 
their Ships, and inthe Month of November 1698, 
arrived on the Noth-fide of the 1/hmus of Darien 
in America, they pitched upon a Place never be- 
fore poſſeſs*d by the Speniard: ; and after formal 
and diſtin& Treaties, obtained.the Conſent and 
Good-will of all the Neighbouring Natives and. 
People. 

The Spaniards and French raife a Clamour a- 
gainſt the Settlement, as an Invaſion of the 
Spaniſh Poſſeflions and Dominions, in as much as 
* the Place where the Company hath fixed, lyes 
as it were in the Middle and Boſom of the Spaniſh 
Countries, having Carthagens on the Eaſt, and 
Porto-Bello on the Weſt, and Panama on the South, 
which is alſo alledged to be contrary to che 
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Treaties betwixt the King of Great Brittain and 
the King of Spain, whereby all theſe Countries 
are yeilded'and conformed to the Spaniards 
- Tf theſe parts of America had been wholly Void 
and Uninhabited, when the Spaniards made their 
firſt Diſcoveries, and. Plantrations there, the 
2ueſtion haf certainly proceeded upon the head 
of Occupation, the only Ground acknowledg*d 
by all Lawyers to determine the Properzy of all 
Waſte and Uninhabited Countries, where a 
formalDiviſion hath not Intervecned,as Grot:as in 
particular, in his Second Book de jure Bell; doth 
abundantly clear, and then the Spaniards muſt 
have fu:ther Subſumed, That as they found 
theſe Countries Waſte, fo they were the Occu- 
piers and Pofleſſors thereof ; and in Special, 
chat they were the firſt Occvpiers and Poſſeſſors 
of the Ithmus of Darien, and the Place where the 
Company hath Settled, it being moſt cercain, 
that Occupation gives no Right, fave in'fo far as 
che Real and Acual Poſſeflion extends, ' 

Bute ſeing on the other hand, it is Nottour, 
and by all Acknowledg*d, That the Spaniards did 
not find theſe Parts Waſte, and Uninhabited, this 
Argument muſt neceſfarly fall; and all that the 
Spaniards can now Plead, is either preſent Poſſeſ- 
ſion, which'the Company's Patent owns to be 
a ſufficient Right to any European Prince or State, 
or the above-mention*d Treaties, as excluſive of 
the King of Great Brittain*sSubjeds. 

For clearing then theClaim and Point of Poſ- 
ſcflion, The Company denies thac ever the 
 aniard had any Poſleflion of the Place where 
Sp y have Planted ; _ its obviouſly Incumbenc 
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to the Spaniard, if they alledge Poſſeffion, to 
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prove and inſtruc their Alledgance for the Com- 
pany*'s Argument being Negative, viz. That the 
Spaniard: did never Poſſeſs the Country where 
the Company hath Settled, it Unceniably proves 
it ſelf, as all Lawiers affirm, unleſs the cantrary, 
to wit, The Spanzards Poileflion, be evidently 
madse-out and proved, which is impoſſible ; Nor 
do the Spaniards pretend to prove the ſame ; But 
their Alledgance is, That in theſe large Coun- 
wries'of America, it were plainly. Capticious tore+ 
quire the Aqual Poſſeſſion id every. particular. 
Place.; But fince they have the Uncontraverted 
Right and Poſſeflion of Carthagena, Porto-Bello, 
and Panama, which are the Extremities: that in 4 
manner environ the I#hmus of Darien, their 
Poſſeffion of theſe Places, muſt infer a Poſſeflion 
of the Interjacent Country in which the Com- 
pany hath.

ſtances are more then1uttigienc tO r5hder Coun- 
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tries diſtin&, both as to Right and Poſſeſſion.

With the. ſame Priviledges and Freedom of Trade/ 
which the Dariens had, and that bothare equally 


free from all the Spaniſh Pretenſions, 

It is a known Caſe that an Eng/ih Man one 
Sharp, - having join'd with the Dariens againſt the 
Spaniards, invaded their Territories; he was ac- 
cuſed by the Spaniards in England, as guilty of 


| = Sg je 
Robbery and Piracy, but was acquitted, becauſe 
| he acted by Commiſſion from one of the Darien 
Princes, which is an. undeniable Evidence, that 
this Prince and his Countrey were judged to be 
independent on the Spanzargs. | 
The Spaniards may alſo have wrought Mines 
of Gold and Silver within - the Iſthmus; but no 
' ſuch poſſeſſion can ſupport their Complaint: The 
neareſt poſſeſſion of Mines thatthey can pretend 
was in Captain Diego's Country, - on the Gulf of 
Darien, more than 15 Leagues diſtant from the 
Company's Settlement; Neither did the Spaniard 
et theſe Mines by Conqueſt, or Purchaſe, buc 
y a plain ſtipulate Permiffion from Captain 
Diego, and his people, which changed not che 
Property; And upon Breach of Conditions, the 
Spaniards were quickly caſt out, ſo that when the 
ompany came to. ſettle on the Iſthmus, it was 
fully cleared of theSpaniards & all their pretences. 
Carthagena, Portobello and Panama, are adjacent 
to, and do ina manner environ the Iſthmus of 
Darien; But that this Vicinity gives to the Speni- 
ards no Claim of Right, is evident from many 
Inſtances; Tangier, Cheuts and Mamora, ly in the 
Boſom of the Empire of Moroceo, and yet belong 
to European Princes; The Engliſh and French have 
Neighbouring Secclements upon the River Gambos 
in Africk, and all along the Coaſt of Africk the 
Engliſh and other European Princes have their Set- 
tlements intermixed and contiguous, where they 
Trade with all Freedom, without any mutual . 
Impeachment. The Engliſhand French have both 
Plantations upon the Iſland of Newfoundland,and 
the Dutch in timeof Peaceſerried upon Long Iſland, 
and the adjacentCountrey enviconed onall hands 


by the Engliſh Plantations, aud yet no War &n: 
ſued, but the Dutch continued their poſſefion till 
the Exchange was made for Suranam. | 

The Spaniſh Fleets do neceſfarly paſs betwixt 
the Cape of Florida belonging to the Spaniards, 


and the Babemy Iſlands, yer the Engliſh poſſeſs 


themſelves of. the ſaid Ilands, and have alſo ſe- 
veral times ſettled at Port- Royal in the bottom of 
the Bay of Campicchy in the Gulf of Mexico, for 
cutting of Logwood, and have thence removed 
and ſettled again at their pleaſure. The French 
have alſo endeavoured to ſettle in theBay of Mex- 
ico, and lately and more -cloſely in the Samblas 
Ilands on theCoaſt of Darien;They likewiſe ſettled 
aColony inPetitguavis in Hiſpaniola,and in Guiana 
on theContinent,notwithſtanding <fthe Vicinity 
of theSpanierd:.TheDurch and Portugatſe have their 
Reſpe&ive Plantations on the Coaſt of Brafil, to 
which the Spaniards pretend Right as well as to 
the Iſthmus of Darien, ſuch as the Iſlands of Cura- 
ſao, and Bowane, near to Carthageng on the Eaſt, 
and Surazam and others upon che Continent, and 
yet never quarrelled. lr is granted that the Spa- 
ward: in their exceſhve Jealoufte, and upon the 
Pretext that by Treaties, none were ro Trade 
1n their Ports -or Harbours, ſuch as Carthagena, 
and Porro-bello without their Licence, have ſeized 
and made prize of the Ships that they have found 
tpon the Coaſt betwixt the ſaid Places; Bur firſt, 
they did chis upon pretext of the ſaid Treaties. 
Secondly, Injury and Violence make no Right. 

_ And thirdly, it is moſt cercain when the 
Spaniards have been overcomeand beat off 

in {nch Attempts, and forced. to Tuffer both 


Dwreh and Engin tg gut Logwood on _ 
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Coaſt, yet the Spaniards did never complain of 
any Violation ofRight,as knowing perfealy they 
had none, as may be ſeen in Dampier, Waler, 
and other writers, Ss 

The Spaniards at firſt endeavoured to amuſe 
theWorld, with the PopesGift of the We#?- Indies 
and after the King of Spain's becoming King of 
Vortugal,;and in the Right of that Crown,claim- 
ing the Benefit of the Popes Gift of the Eaſft-In= 
dies, he aſſumed the Magniftick Title of Indiarum 
Rex : Yet he was never able ro make good his -. 
Right, or exclude others by theſe empty Names; 
but in all Competitions the Pretentions ofSpain, 
did either reſolve in Occupation of what was 
void or ſurrendered; or conqueſt of what was 
poſſeſs'd by- Natives; and that Title was never 
much regarded,cither by Spain, Portugal, or any 
other Prince Popiſh or Proteſtant, 

The ſecond Head which may be pleaded for 
the Spaniard, is, the Treaties that have been be- 
twixt the Crowns of England and Spain, But 
1»90. Granting that the Kingdom of Scotland will 
never diſown any Treaty betwixt their King

may be concerned, where are theſe Treaties that 
exclude either theScors orEngliſh, from poſſefling 
Darien ? if not inhabited, or where Inhabited, 
with conſent of the Inhabitants? If che Spaniard 
propone upon theſe Treaties, they muſt produce 
them.

Great Brittain, and His Heirs and Succeſſors, ſhall 
have, hoid, and poſſefs, with full Right of Em- 
pire, Property ,and Poſleſton,all Lands,Regions, 
Iſles, Colonies, and Lordſhips, ſituated in the 
Weit-Indies, or any part of America, which his ſaid 
Majeſty,or his Subjects, didthen hold or poſſeſs, 
So that no contraverſie on any pretence, 'was 
thereafter to be moved on that Subjet. And in 
the eight Article, That che Subjects of the ſaid 
King Fould abſtain fromall Commerce,andNa- 
vigation, inthe Ports and Places, having Forts, 
Qaſtles, orStaples for Merchandiſe, poſſeſſed by 
either of them. To wit, That the - Subjects of 
Greg, Brittain lhould not Trade, nor- Sail to the 
Ports nor Places, which the King ofSpaz» hath in 
the YYeſ-Indies, nor the Subjects of the King of 
Spain, Trade nor Sail to the Places, which the 


King of Great Brittajn there poſſeſſes, withour 


Licence given hinc inde, in the Terms therein ſet 
down. By which itplainly appears, that all a- 
greed to, was, and is, That the Kings and their 
Subjets reſpeRively,ſhouid forbear Injuries, as 
likewiſe to Trade and Navigate withoutLicence 
.in the.Ports,Caſtles,andStaplies,to cirher of them 
belonging,which can no waysexclude the King 
of Great Britain and his Subjes from Trading, 
or making new Plantations in to ſuchPlaces in 
America, as either are not inhabited, or where 
the King of Spain hath no Right. 'The Spaniard 
may politiyely pretgnd,that the Treaties _ 
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ed to the King of England,and his SubjeRs of cer- 
tain particular Places, and generally what they 
then poſſeſs'd in the Weſt mdies,may be conſtrued 
an Exception, and impore ( as it were) an Ac- 
knowledgement, that the reſt of the Zeſt Indies 
did belong to the Crown of Spain. But, 1mo,The 
Places provided to the King of England and his 
Subjeasare'only enumerate for the greater Cauti- 
on and Security, becauſe ſome of them had been 
taken from the King of Spain, and thereupon con- 
traverted. And, 240, It iyevident by the foreſaid 
eight Articles, the Reſerve of Trade is equally 
and mutually provided, and reſtricted to the Kin 

of Great Brittain and the King of Spain, their ret- 
pecive Poſſeflions ; lo that nothing can be eli- 
citefrom theſe Treaties, \to give the King of Spain 
the Right to the whole Weſt Indies, excepting the 
foreſaid places poſſeſſed by rhe King of England, 
nor to ty up the King of Britain and his Sub- 
jeas, from making new lawful Acquiſitions in 
theſe Parts. But it # agreed to, That they ſhould 


. ſecure the one, the other in their reſpe&ive Poſ- 


ſzons ; And thus theſe Treaties have been al- 
ways underſtood, nor have they hindred the 
Engliſh to enlarge their Poſſeflions in the Weſt. 
Indies upon juſt Occaſions, which certainly be- 
longs as much, if not more to the Scors.

As no Nation in Exrope ever begun any ſuch 
ettlement with fo conſiderable a Strength of 
Men, Ships, and other Neceflaries, as we did : 
So no inſtance can de given. of any Settlement e- 
ver heretofore made, thathad fo hopeful an Af- 
peR in ſo ſhort a time asour Plantation aforeſaid, 
Bur to our and the Nation's ineſtimable Loſs, 
we have very ſurprizing Advices cf our Peoples 
having deſerted the ſaid Settlement by reaſon of 
Proclamations iſſued forth in all his Majeſty*sPlan- 
tations of America, ſtridly forbidding all his Ma- 
jeſty s Subjects to hold any manner ofCorreſpon- 
dence with our ſaid Colony, and that no man- 
ner of Proviſions, Arms, Ammunition, or other 
neceſſaries whatſoever,ſhould be tranſported or 
carried to them, either '1n their own Veſſels or 
any other Ship or Veſſel for their uſe ; and that 
under the outmoſt Pains, PenaJties, and For- 
feitures mentioned in the ſaid Proclamati= 
ons, The certain notice whereof could not but 
have put them in adeſperate Condition,eſpecial- 
ly none of our Advices having come to their hands, 
tho we wrote to them at ſeveral times, by the fe- 
veral ways of Jamaica, Barbados, Antegoa, News 
England, &c, and ſcntthem likewiſe an illimited 
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Credit for buying of Proviſions, till our own 
Ships and Recruits ſhoutd come up to them. 

We have taken ſuch further meaſures,as ſeem*d 
moſt reaſonable to us upon this unexpected 
Emergency, but have too good ground to fear, 
that not only what we have already done, but 
even all that we are able to do, muſt prove inef- 
fectual, if the King and his Parliament of this 
Kingdam,do not. give ſome encouraging Marks of 
their Favour and Protection to our faid .Compa- 
ny and Colony : Wherefore we have in all hum- 
ble Duty Petition'd hisMajeſty that he would be 
graciouſly pleaſed to take off the Force of the ſaid 
Proclamations, and allow his ſaid Parliament to 
meet at the day appointed in November next, or 
as ſoon as poſſibly may be, ro give their Advice 
and Afiſtance in fuch a weighty and general con- 
cern. 

Your Lordſhips may very well know the great

paſſage, ſtricking unfortunately upon a Rock, 
ſprung a Leak, and being forced to run a ſhoar, | 
under the very Wallsof Carthagena, to eſcape Ship- 
 Wrack, not only the ſaid Ship and Goods were 
| - violently ſeizd and diſpos'd of as prize, bur alſo 
the Men to the number of thirty and a Boy(whoſe 
Names are here ſubjoyned ) were detain'd and 
made cloſe Priſoners, contrary to the expreſs 
Terms of the ſaid Treaty: 

Upon notice whereof, the Council of the ſaid 
Colony ſent, in your Majeſty's and ſaid Compa- 
ny's Name, a Meſſenger with a very civil Letter, 
to the Governor of Carthagena, to demand your 
ſaid Subjets, who were wrongfully detain'd Pri- | 
ſoners, as aforeſaid ; and likewiſe Reſtitution of 
the ſaid Ship and Goods, purſuant to the Treaty 
above-recited ; and ſent alſo Copies of the Ads

humble manner, by their late Addreſs, to repre- 


$ ſent to His Majeſty, how deeply they were af- 


fected with the Nations concern in our Compa= 
ny*s repeated Misfortunes, and therefore hum- 
bly Petitioned for the ſitting of this Parliament as 
ſoon as conveniently might be. And the King 
having been moſt graciouſly pleaſed to order the

The firſt attempt for ſtrengthning our Compa» 
ny*s Intereſt and Stock was: at London, where a 
Subſcription of 30c000 ſfterl.,was procured inNine 
days time, without ſo much as a publick Adver- 
tiſement, and many knowing Merchants were 
{o far convinc'd of the many Advantages that 
might probably arife from ſuch a Conſtitution, 
that they ſignified there willingneſs to be concer- 
ned for Triple the Sum, if allowed: But not only 
did the Parliament of Englaud by their Addrefs to 
His Majeſty of the 13th, of December 1695. and 0+ 
therways,render that Subſcription ineffequal;buc 
the Houſe of Commons did alſo appoint a Com- 
mittee,to examine what Methods were taken for obtain- 
ing the Att of Parliament, by which eur ſaid Company 
is eſtabliſhed who were the Promoters and Adviſers 
thereof; and did afterwards impeach the Nominees 
in the ſaid Ad of Parliament; notwithſtanding 
the abſolute Independency of this Kingdom. 

Yet after all this Diſcouragement,we wenton 
with our Subſcriptions at home, and made Gur 
nexc Effort for ſtrengthning thereof beyond Sea, 
both in Holland and Hamburgh : In the firſt of 
which places many eminent Merchants declared 
cheir poſitive inchnations to be very conſiderably 
intereſted with us, And gave ſome ſignal Proofs 
thereof, till they were made to' underftagd by 
Threatnings and other Inſſnuecions, that a High- 
er Power would make them ac leaſt yery a 
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if they perſiſted any further in their Reſolutions 
of being concerned with our Company, 

And at Hamburgh where we had the moſt pro. 
miſing Hopes of foreign Afliſtance, the Comercii 
or Merchant Company, entred into Contra& 
with our Company's Deputees, to joyn at leaſt 
200000 |, Sterl. to our Company's Stock ; but 
to our great Aſtoniſhment, His Majeſty of Great 
BrittainsMiniſters there,did under pretence of fpe- 
cia) Warrant from theKing, pur a full ſtop there- 
to,by giving in A Memorial to the Burgo- Maſters & 
Gentlemen-Councellors of that City wholly diſ-owning 
the Authority of the As of Parliament, and Letters 
Patent abovemention*d, & intimating that His Majeſty 
would regard their entring into Treaties with our Com- 
pany as an Afront to his Royal Authority, and © that. he 
ould not fail to reſent it,as having neither Credential 
Letters,nor being any otherways Authorizd by His Ma- 

rſty. 
n Upon notice whereof, we did in all humble 
Duty Addreſs His Majeſty in Fune 1997, for Re- 
dreſs of that open and bold Encroachment, upon 
not only our, but alſo the Nations Rights, in 
its moſt fundamental Conſtitution, by endea- 
vouring to ſubvert the Independency of its Parlia- 
mentary Laws, expreſly contrary tothe Law of 
Nations : All which His Majeſty by his Royal 
Letter from Flanders in Fuly 1697, Promiſed 10 take 
3nto Conſideration, as (0on as he would returu into Eng- 
land, - and that in the mean time, His Majeſty would 
give Ordets to bis Miniſters at Hamburgh, nt to ob- 
fruf our Company in the proſecttion of its Trade with 
the Inhabitants of Yhat City. 

| In the full Confidence of His Majeſty's Royal 


Promiſe, we thought our ſelves ſecure! and took 
OUr 
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our Meaſures accordingly, till to our further ſut- 
prize, we found by ſeveral Inſtances, that His 
Majeſty's ſaid Miniſters were as wickedly bent a- 
painſt us as ever,and ſtill denying that they ha 
got any ſuch Ocders from His Majefy : 'Where- 
upon the Dire&ors of our Company, did, by

not only humbly Repreſent the Premiſles to His 
Majeſty 's moſt Honourable Privy-Council, to- 
gether with the train of ill Conſequences that

Orders, we were put out of all Hopes of having 
any Redreſs, untill we ſhould have an Opportu- 
nity of laying the whole Matter before a Meect- 
ing of the Eſtates of Parliament, 

Bur in the mean time we proceeded, with all 
the Strength we had (tho* extremely weak*ned by 
the Treatment above-narrated) to make the beſt 
- Preparations we cou'd ( conlidering the Scarcity 
of theſe Years) for ficting out an- Equipage of 
Ships, Men, Proviſions, and other . Neceſlaries, 
for ſettling a Plantation in Americas, inthe Terms 
of the Acts of Parliament, an1l Letters Patent a- 
bove-mention'd : And its evident by the very 
Conſtitutions of the Colony, that they were cal- 
culated more for the general Advantage of the 
Nation and Poſterity, than for the particular and 
immediate Benefite of the Adventurers, 

And the Parliament happening to meet the ve- 
Ty next Day after our Ships had fail'd , we did 
by our Humble Petition of the 224. cf July 1698, 
Repreſent to his Grace, His Majeſties then High 
Commiſſioner, and the Right Honourable Eſtates 
then aſſembled in Parliament, the Treatment 
which our Company met with at Londen & Ham- 
burgh as aforeſaid, the great Prajudices which we 
had ſuſgain'd thereby, and the many further In- 
conveniepcies and evil Conſequences that mult 
neceſlarly have followed thereupon, it, upon a=. 
ny Account whatſoever, the Pariiament ſhould 
happen to negle&rche taking immediate Cognt-

And the Parliament having thereupon, by theic 
Unanimous Addreſs of the 5th. of Avguſt 1698, 
to His Majeſty, thought fic to maniteit iherr own 
and the whole Nation; Concern in that Matter, carne -

Majeſty would in Hu Royal Wiſdem, take ſuch Meas» 
fſares,as might effetually vindicateth«Undeubted Rights 
and Þriviledges of the ſaid Ccmpeny, and [upport the 
Credit and intere#} thereof; And the Parliament like- 
wiſe, by the ſame Addreſs, recommending the Con- 
cerns of the ſaid Company to ſcme {pecial Marks of Hs 
Majeſties Royal Favour, as that Branch of the Tradeof 
this Kingdom, in which they, andthe Nation they re- 
preſented, had a more peculiar Intereſt; The Court of 
DireRors of our Company were thereby encou- 
rag'd to renew rheir Application to His' Majefty, 
with relation to the Memorial given in by His 
Miniſters to the Senate of Hamburgh, ( the fame 
being ſpecially 'mention'd in the Parliaments AQ- 
dreſs : ) And in Conſideration of the Dammages 
{uſtain'd by the Company, through Means of 
that Memorial, the DireQors humbly Petition'd, 
That His Majeſty would be pleaſed, for 'their 
Encouragement at that time, as a Gracious Mark 
of His Royal Favour, to beſtow upon them the 
two ſmalleſt of the Frigots, then ( and to this 
Hour) lying uſeleſs in Brunti//and Harbour, 

But our Rn having no manner of An- 
{wer to either of theſc,and beingafſured by feve- 
ral Letters from Hamburgh, Thar both the Engliſh 
Miniſters there, had politively denyed their ha- 
ving received any ſuch Orders, as were long be- 
fore promiſed, and declaredto have been given, 
with Relation to that Memorial,the Court of Di- 
recors of our Company did, by their Letter of 
the 29th of November 1698, tranſmit Copies of 
the ſaid Letcersto the Viſcount of Seafieſd, then 
ſole Secretary of State, and entreated his Lord= 
{hip,to procure ſome ſpeedy and effgcual mg 
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from Hjs Majeſty to the Contents of both that 
Letter. and their former Petition. ar 
" The Secretaty, by his Letterof the 13th. of De- 
cember 1698, returned for Anſwet, That be would 
 zake the firft convenient Opportunity be could have, to 
repreſent that Matter to the King, but that be could not 
expetF to have it for ſome time, becauſe His Majeſty 
was then very wuch impleyed in the Aﬀairs of bis 
Engliſh Parliament.

| Tho*we could not bnt be ſurprizf'd to find all 
our former Addreſſes and Petitions, abour Mat- 
ters of ſuch weighty Concern, as are above nar- 
rated, Anſwered, after ſo long delay, only witk 
a ſeeming Charge, for nothaving communicated 
to His Majeſty a thing that was never in the leaſt 
demanded of us, by either the King, Parliament, 
Privy Council, or Miniſters of State, we being 
limited to ſettle inthe Terms of the Ads of Par- 
liament, as we ſhould be Anſwerable; Yet upon 
rhe very firſt Advics we had of our Cay 
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Settlement in Caledonza,we by our Letters of the 
31ſt. of March, and 15}. of April 1699, gave ave- 
Ty full and dutiful Account thereof to His Maje- 
ſty,and to both the Secretaries of State, together 
withan Account of the French Deſigns thereabouts 
and of what Import our ſaid Settlement ( if duly 
proteated) might prove to the Intereſt and Se- 
Ccurity of all His Majeſties Dominions, and refer- 
red the fame, together with the Contents of our 
former Petitions, to His Majeſties Royal Conſi- 
_ deration, 

Abour this time it was, That His Majeſty was 
pleaſed to call the Preſident of the Sefftion, and 
'the Advocat to Court, to the end (as we under- 
ſtood ) that they, jointly with both the Secreta- 
ries of State, might in a Conference with ſeve- 
ral of the Engl;þMiniſters, ſatisfy His Majeſty, 
as to the Legality of our Company's Settlement: 
Which (by all that ever we could learn) was 
then (and otherways ſince that time) made clear 
beyond ail manner of Diſpute. 

But while in the mean time, we were pawn- 
ing even our own particular Credits, for ſending 
tne needful Supplies of Ships, Men, Proviſions, 
Arms, Ammunition, and other Neceflaries, for 
{ſecuring fo valuable a Settlement to this Nation, 
we were aſtoniſhed tohave Adyice, That by Or- 
ders from England in January 1699, Proclamati- 
ons had been emitted, in the Months of April 
and May, over all His Majeſties Plantattons and 
Territories in America, ſtrictly, Intercommuning 
our Colony, undervery ſevere Penalties to be 
inflicted on the Contraveeners of thefe Procla- 
mations, in regard Hu Majeity ( as theſe Prociz- 
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Mations narratc ) W17s unacquainied with the Inten- 
tions and Deſign sof the Scots ſettling at Darien, 

As we humbly conſidered thele Proclamations 
to be ſuch, as were never before - publiſhed in 
thoſe parts againſt any other People upon Earth, 
and of ſo Barbarous a Nature, as we thought, . no 
Good Chriſtians would put in Execution, even 
againſt Infidels; So finding ourſelves unqueſtio- 
nably warranted by all Laws Humane and Divine, 


we perſiſted in our Endeavours for mantaining 


that Sectlement, as hoping, that, tnarough means 
thereof, this Nation might in time, have an 
Opportunity ' of raiſing, it ſelf above the open 


Contempt, Reproach and Inſults of its unkind® 
Neighbours, and of propagating the Goſpel a- 


mongſt the Ignorant good Natur'd Indians. of 
thoſe parts. 

But before our Recruits could poſlibly arrive 
at Caledonia, our Colony gotcertain Accounts of 
cthele Proclamations, and finding at the fame 
time; the {ad effects chereof,by being denied any 
the leaſt help, either for Goods or Money, at 
Famaica, fram whence they had formerly Sup- 
plies; and that in. the Proclamation iiued by 
Sir William Beſton, Governour of that Iſland, Ie 
had poſiitively declared. That by their Settlement in 
Darien, they bad a#ually broken the Peace entredinto 
with Hu: Majeſties Allies ( which they believed he 
durſt not veuture to havedone without aſufficient 
Warrant) And finding themſelves thereby: to bs 
of 'conſequence declared Pirates, without any 
previous Summons or Hearing. contrary to the 
Cuſtoms and common Uſage of all Nations, even 
in che caſe of real Piracy, and foundinza Belief, 
at the ſame tim?, on the Tre atment winch they 

knew 
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knew ourCompany had formerly met with inEx* 
rope, without being Redreſs'd therein,thar we were 
not in a Condition either to ſupply or prote& 
them, they unhappily cook the Alarm, under 
ſuch a General Conſternation, as deveſted' them 
not only of all manner. of patience to ſtruggle 
with any Inconveniencies they lay under at the 
time, but alſo of all manner of prudence, in tak+ 
ing any. reaſonable Meaſures either for their own 
Security, or for our Company's intereſt, In the 
midſt of which Confuſhon thoſe of them who had 
a6y bad Deſigns (as we could not well ſuppoſe 
" | 2 Number to be free of ome ) made uſe of 
, eſe Proclamations as handles, by which to per- 
petrate their own ſeveral ends, and eaſily per- 
{waded all the reſt to leave the Sertlement:Which 
they unadviſedly did the 2oth of Fane laſt ; And 
by that means not Only have the Ships, Men and

As we humbly conſidered thele Proclamations 
to be ſuch, as were never before- publiſhed in 
thoſe parts againſt any other People upon Earth, 
and of ſo Barbarous a Nature, as we thought, . no 
Good Chriſtians would put in Execution, even 
againſt Infidels; So finding ourſelves unqueſtio- 
nably warranted by all LawsHumane and Divine, 


we perſiſted in our Endeavours for mantaining 


that Settlement, as hoping, that, tnrough means 
thereof, this Nation might in time, have an 
Opportunity ' of raiſing, it ſelf above the open 


Contempt, Reproach and Inſules of its unkind 
Neighbours, and of propagating the Goſpel a- 


monegſt the Ignorant good Natur'd Indians. of 
thoſe parts, 

But before our Recruits could poſlibly arrive 
at Caledonia, our Colony gotcertain Accounts of
